BEAE RIVEE. 
The Mines Pronounced a Failure, 

Captfiin W. L. Loch, of San Francisco, 
and C. .S. Cuniniiiigs, arrived from Bear 
river last night at 1) o'clock in a canoe. 
A rojioricr of Tuk Colonls'I' interviewed 
Captain Loch at the Brunswick liotel, >vho 
related the following facts concerning his 
visit to tho river: "I came up from San 
Francisco about a month .-ig.i with the ex- 
press intention of goiiog to Ht-ar river, and 
started out about the Mth of May with 
Mr. Cumiiiings. We reached the river 
about tho 23rd and immediately proceeded 
to prospect. We had not G!one more than 
nine miles when we found that it was per- 
fectly useless to go further, as the amount 
of gold found would not average .35 cents 
per day to a man. The Chinamen are 
(■amiied ah.nit eight irilea from the mouth 
of tlie river and tlu y are only making 
friiiu cents to 50 c;ntj per day, which 
ia not li.'df enough to pay their uxpenses. 
In my opinion there is ncaicoly any gold 
in tliat part of the country, and the re- 
jiorted laruo tiiula of the 'Jliinameii are 
false. When we got to Clayoquot tho 
Chinese boss who wan reported to have 
So.OOO in gold dust told me that the 
amount he had in I is pos;]e.-<sion was $420 
in gold dust and $42C in silver coin 
which he ■ had got from the trading 
Indians. He ban showed it to several 
people, who, 1.11 going to \'ictoi'ia had 
enlarged on tlu; amount. He even went 
so hu- aa to toll nie that the Chinamen on 
the creek owed him .'S7,000. Tho boss is 
very much discouraged and the men under 
him want to get back to Victoria as Boon 
as poaaible. They oven went so far as to 
strike, but were induced to go back to 
work until the dam wiis completed, tho 
boss thinking th.il they wiudd then strike 
hirge quantities of gold." 

Regarding (piartz in the Bear river 
country, Capt, Loch ia of tlie opinion that 
there is none, and all reports to the con- 
trary may be put down as untrue. It 
comes to a pretty jiass, saiil the captain, 
V, hen a mail has been working from early 
morning until dark to hiid in the end that 
he is only 35 cents richer." 

Capt. Loch is an experienced miner, 
and was Rent up to Piear river by parties 
in San Francisco to whom ho will re])ort 
when he returns to that city. Mr. Cuiu- 
mings is a son of Dr. Cummiiiga, of 
Atlanta, Gn., who is spending the summer 
here.

COMMAND OF BATTERS "C." 

Tho annouiicoinont tliat Lieut. -Col. 
Gray, cumiuaiidiiig tho 'I'oroiito tield but- 
tery, is to be appoiiitod to tlio comniaiul 
(if "C" Battery ia rocoivod in this city 
with tho most profound feeling of regrot, 
because it moans that Col. Holmes wUl bo 
superseded. That gentleman was sent 
hero to establish the battery, and that it 
has not loiiy ore thi.s been instituted is no 
fault of his; tliu hlanie, and blame it is, 
lies with tho Dominion militia author- 
ities. Ho lias beon a soldier all his lifo, 
and wo who know hiiu can attest to his 
great ability in his line of duty and to his 
charactor as a Christian goiitlonian. He 
is most i)o])ular in militia circles in this 
city, and his vast kuowledgo of his own 
particular bnsiuuaa has long boon a stjiiid- 
ing wonder to all who have beon brought 
into contact with hini. It is said that 
the Minister is opposed to the appoint- 
ment of militia ollicors over tlioao who 
have .served in the perinnnont force, but 
that the inttueiico brought to bear upon 
him by meniburs of parliamenL and others 
connected witli the militia i.s .so great that 
he is unable to carry out his wishus. A 
pretty pass we are coming to when the 
beliefs of tho minister of niilitia are to 
bo overruled by iiitorested frieiuLs of one 
particular peiyou ! 1m HritiMh Cohiud)ia 
to have nothing to say about the matter, 
is she to be igiKireil, and the represenUi- 
tioiis of the luembeis for Toronto, for- 
sooth, to sway the feelings of the Min- 
ister ! Cul. Holmes is a member of the 
permanent force, and it will be a t'roas 
breach of discipline and onliimry courtesy, 
if, for political rca.-iiins, ho ia to give way 
to a member rjf the luililia force. Let 
Sir Adolphe cany out iiis (jwn ideas, and 
by doing so, by contiiuiing Col. Holmes 
in bis command hero, he will incroane the 
efficiency of the service, and do justice to 
one of tlie most popular and efficient gen- 
tlemen who has ever been connoctod with 
the military service of thi« province. 

JUSTICE WANTED. 

It is useless to deny that the dispatch 
of our special correspondent at Ottawa 
yesterday morning announcing that tho 
sni)plumeiitary estimates contain no men- 
tion of Victoria harbor, and but little of 
British Colundiia, was a great disappoint- 
ment to the hopes of our people. We 
had been led to believe that long deferred 
justice was to be done us at last, and that 
tho government had resolved to do their 
duty by a city and province which has 
lent them a continuous and unswerving 
suppjort. (Jur hopes have been rudely 
di.spolled, and wo arc led bo ask ourselves 
whether a province in opposition has not 
a better chance for patronage than one in 
accord with the existing administration. 
Britisli Coliniii)ia Gends a snlid delegation 
of six membiuH to Ottawa in support of 
the Liberal-Consorv.'ilivo party, and I'rincu 
Edward Islanil sends as solid a delegation 
to support the Liberal party. The latter 
is the special care of the government, and 
the former is treated with a cold and 
stolid indili'ereiico. It may not under 
such circuniHtances be ditlioidt to satis- 
factorily answer the question. The gov- 
ernment may laid, if suiue .small mea- 
sure of justice is not meted out to 
this too long neglected province, that 
there is an end to human patience. We 
of Victoria see the transpacific steamships 
sailing past oiu' dcjors without even iki 
much as deigning to "loot" ami the ca|)it;il 
of the province --the i^reat commercial cen- 
tre of British Oohunlii.i given the go-l)y 
by a huge monojiuly with whom our pro- 
tests do not prevail. Wo find that the 
representations of our members are un- 
heeded and our city, which once chose as 
its roi>roRontative Ihi^ premier of the 
Dominiiui, utterly i;_,'noreil by the govern- 
ment, while paltry cities in the eust are 
treated with tlio greatest consideration, 
and we may lind it necessary to protect 
ourselves, since .self-preservation is tiie 
first law of nature. We believe that the 
British Columbia memlier.s as- .-i wliolo, 
and ISfe.ssrs. Haker mid .Shakespeare in 
particular, h:ive iliine ,. ill that men ciiuhl, 
to have British Columbia given some place 
in the estimates, and that this has not 
been done cannot bo honestly attributed 
to them. Though consistent Hiii)])in'ters 
of the government of Sir .Inlin A. Mac- 
doiittld, we would be wauling in our duty 
to tho electorate of this pmv-ince did we 
not roj)robate this action of the adminis- 
tration, this studied indillerence to our 
wants. Well, "it's a long lane that lias 
no turning." 

SOME STARTLlNfi REVELATIONS. 

Tho repiirt.s t hat have beon cabled from 
London from time to time concerning tho 
disgraceful condition of the British navy 
api>ear to have considerable foundation. 
Lord Randolph Ohnrohill has been iidding 
to his "revelations" and his Htatomonls 
are astounding. In his recent speech at 
VVoIverhampton, the late clmncoUor (jf 
the exchequer said: "After tho bom- 
Iwrding of Alexandria tho ironclads Sul- 
t»n anI'AJewwdJ'ift had not ten rounds ot 



heavy shell left, and as thoro w.is no re- 
serve at Malta they would have boon 
utterly at the mercy of the Kreiich fleet. 
In the Kliaitouni expedition tlie shells 
were too large for the guns, and wore so 
badly made that they would not o.xplod 
During the critical state of Europe at the 
close of last year therei was not a single 
cartridge in stare for the machine guns. 
He heard from the highest authority re- 
cently that the Monarch came into harbor 
wanting heavy guna for her turret, but 
that there wore none to give her, and 
that she had to rob Portsmouth and Spit- 
head of guns capable of only seventy 
rounds. In 1884 the Ordnance commit- 
tee designed some forty-three ton guns, 
and asked the Armstrongs to construct 
fifteen of them. The Armstrongs pro- 
tested that the design was bad, hut tboj' 
were told to mind their own business and 
make the guns. When they were made 
Capt. Noble refused to send them to sea, 
saying they would burst. He also was 
told to mind his own business. Four of 
the guns were put aboard of the Colling- 
wood, and on thu second round, tiring 
half u charge, one id' them burst. The 
whole were then condemned at a loss of 
£200,000. Worst of all, if there was a 
war, four of tho guns wore still 
held in reserve for the Colling- 
wood." Lord Randolph made 
numerous other revelations of incfliciency 
and badness in designa tor new vessels for 
the fleet. Lie said : "Perhaps you under- 
stjind the sort of .system of exiiending 
public money against which I dashed my- 
self and utterly refused to bo connected 
with for a day or an hour. It is ii system 
which, I deeply regret to say, the premier 
and tho secretaries of the nrmy and navy, 
being badly advised, have banded them- 
selvea together to support. 1 rather pity 
than blame them. 1 only want to show 
the aort'if Inimhug which tho otlicial ring 
thinks good enough for public consunii)- 
tioii." 

These revelations, given in such an ati- 
tlioritative maiinor, and coming from a 
former iiiinisler of tho Crown, must carry 
with thuni eoiLsiderably moro wei^'ht than 
the rumors cabled by partisan correspond- 
ents to suit tho palates of Aniericim read- 
ers. That there is sonietlung very "rot 
ten" in the British navy ia evident, ami 
that Lord Randolph has endeavored to 
probe this rottenness to the core is very 
evident. It ia also ovideiit that it is l)e- 
cause he does not want to shoulder any of 
tho responsibility for this disgraceful state 
of ad'airs that ho resigned his seat in the 
cabinet. His action in thus exjiosing the 
disgraceful condition of the navy cannot 
but commend itself to the judgment of 
all right-thinking men, and if it has the 
utfect of causing an iiiiiirovciiiont ho will 
havo deserved well of his country.
